THEN we conſider. the a 20d 
connection of che text, we are led to 
view the Hebrew. States aſſembled 

at Gilgal ; where Samuel ſurrenders or reſigns 

the government of Iſrael into the hands of Saul. 

He then calls upon the people to witneſs againſt 

him if he had done wrong, or if any mal-ad- 

miniſtration; had appeared, in his conduct. He 
reaſons with them, after haying reminded them 
of the great mercies God had manifeſted to them; 
and their fathers before them. He points out 
the bleſſing of obedience to the Sovereign of 

Heaven, and the great danger of rebellion. To 

rouſe their attention, and. to conyince them of 


n God, as their goyernor: he

calls for thunder and rain in an unuſual ſeaſon, 
The people are alarmed ; they cried to the Lord, 
and requeſted the Prophet to intercede for them. 
Who aſſured them that believing in, fearing 
and ſerving the Lord, all ſhould be well. He 
aſſigns. a cogent reaſon for his declaration, viz. 
that God would not caſt off, or forſake his peo- 
ple; becauſe it had pleaſed the Lord to make 
them ſuch : and this for his great names ſake, 
Samuel is led to give them this aſſurance, that 
he would not ceaſe praying for, and directing 
them in the right way. In the language of the 
text he exhorts then only to fear the Lord in 
truth; or to believe in, love and ſerve him. He 
directs them to conſider the great things God 
had done for them. To call to mind the mul- 
tiplied deliverances, and manifold mercies, the 
Lord had vouchſafed to their progenitors, in 
their on dav, and what great things he would 
flill do for them. The ſubſtance of the exhor- 
tation was (and is) this, that from a conſidera- 
tion of the great things in Providence and in 
Grace, which God works for his people, it 
ſhould lead them to gratitude, thankfulneſs, 
obedience and holineſs. Were the people of 
Iſrael called upon, to conſider the great things 
God had done for _ as a nation? Is there 


not 


1 

not ſuch a call to Britain? Hath not God a 
claim upon us? What mercies hath he extended? 
What deliverances hath he wrought? The oc- 
caſion of this day being ſet apart, is the acknows 
ktdgment of the Lord's goodneſs, in the return 
of health to our gracious Sovereign: in order 
that we may conſider the mercy, and be thankful 
for it in his happy recovery. If it is a day for 
gratitude and'thanksgiving, it leads us to the 
remembrance of mercies received, and as ſuch, 
calls us to a review and right improvement of 
them. The words of the text may furniſh us, 
with ſomething profitable on this occaſion, under. 
the direction of the Lord. Our review of Di- 
vine beneficence will not be confined to one 
mercy, but a curſory conſideration: of many to 
this guilty nation. But before we enter on the 
great things God hath done for this highly fa- 
voured iſland, we ſhall conſider a few of the 
many great things the Lord hath wrought for his 
ancient Ifrael and his church in general. The out- 
lines (or contour) of our ſubject are extenſive, 
but our enlargement will be brief. Hence we 
ſhall ſee the need of a due conſideration of the 
great things God hath done, and that it is a 
pleaſing duty and a high priviledge to give thanks 
not only one, but every day. The utility and

excellency will appear, of ſerving the Lord: in 
truth, not with hypocriſy. Not meerly with the 
lip, or external worſhip; but in faith and love 
with devotedneſs to God as the effect. 

I. Conſideration. A review of ſome great 
things God did for his ancient Iſrael, or the de 
ſcendants of Abraham his ſervant. | 

1. It pleaſed the Lord to call Abraham from 
Ur, of the Caldees to erect in his family an altar 
for his honor, and preſerve in his lineage, the 
true religion till the fullneſs of time, when the 
promiſed Meſſiah ſhould appear to put away fin, 
by the ſacrifice of himſelf; and gather a church 
to himſelf, in believers, of the Gentile as well 
as the Jewiſh nation. God had promiſed to 
Abraham a numerous ſeed. It was long, how+ 
ever, before the promiſed ſeed made any re- 
markable appearance. Abraham's ſeed by Iſh- 
mael, and che ſons of Keturah, indeed mightily 
increaſed; but neither theſe, nor the poſterity of 
Eſau, were the promiſed offspring. In Jacob's 
twelve ſons, it firſt began to increaſe, and in 
after times they were called Iſrael, from theig 
progenitor. In later times, they were called 
Jews, from Judah, as the word Judea, or Jewty, 
ſignifies the Country of Judah, tliough not called 
fo till after the captivity. Sometimes the whole

land of Canaan was called Judea. When Jacob 
and his family went down to Egypt, they were 
but 70 in number, But in 200 years, they 
had increaſed to above two million, men, women 
and children, While Joſeph (the Saviour of 
Egypt from famine and ruin) lived, Iſrael en- 
Joyed the auſpices of the Egyptian Kings. At 
length aroſe a King, that knew not Joſeph; who 
proudly ſaid, Who is the Lord that I ſhould re- 
gard him? The remembrance of Joſeph's ſer- 
vice, was out of date. Iſrael multiplies, — 
hence we ſee the baſe policy of Egyptian Sena- 
tors; a cruel bloody mandate is iſſued to de- 
ſtroy all the males of the Hebrews*, Thus were 
they oppreſſed in a degree that even the vaſſalage 
of modern times, has not fully equalled. Tho? 
the Barbarities of the Slave Trade, may be put 
upon a footing with Egyptian Bondage. What 
odium and eternal diſgrace, reſts upon the name 
of Egypt to this day, on their Monarchs, No-

human nature, and all who tread in their ſteps 
anſwer the ſame deſcription, How many vin- 
dicate the principle, under the idea of policy. 
Britain is ſtained too much with the traffic of 
human blood, in the trade of Slavery, May 
the recovery of the Sovereign with the effort of 
his Parliament, prove the liberty of Africa, even 
the freedom of thouſands, of the human ſpecies, 

While Iſrael is ſhackled, and cruel inventions 
are multiplied, | their cry came up before the 
Lord, whoſe ear, is open to the prayer of the 
deſtitute; and his hand ready to help, agree- 
able to his purpoſe, and conſonant to his pro- 
miſe and will. For he is a faithful God, whoſe 
mercies are new every morning, Hence I am 
led to remark, what God did. 

2. For Iſrael in that wonderful ſalvation, 
that peculiar deliverance which he wrought in 
bringing them from the hand of Pharaoh, the 
haughty Monarch, whoſe heart was glutted with 
pride, and hardened to his on deſtruction. 
Whoſe creſt was, laid low in the ſuppoſed hour 
of triumph. In that fatal hour, when he ſank 


as lead in the mighty waters. What a deliver- 


ance from bondage, miſery and pain. How pe- 
culiar the plagues, ſent upon the land. How.

awful the judgments. How oline ſinners 
to their own deſtruction. 

God's counſel muſt ſtand, and be will do all 
his pleaſure, On the very day of the four hun- 
dred and thirtieth year, from God's promiſe to 
Abraham, of a ſeed in whom all the nations of 
the earth were to be bleſſed; and 400 years 
from the birth of Iſaac, Iſrael is delivered by 
the hand of Moſes and Aaron. Egypt is now 
made to pay part of the wages, juſtly due to 
Iſrael. They aſk, and obtain great wealth. , 
But is it not due to them ? Have they not toiled 
long without wages? Is not the labourer. wor- 
thy of his hire? In all this, the Lord diſplayed 

himſelf, as a wiſe Judge, a juſt God, and Pro- 
prietor of all nature, and Governor amongſt the 
nations. The nature of things in Egypt called 
for equity, and now the Lord made himſelf 
known as the Father of the fatherleſs, and the 
ſpecial Pleader of the widow's cauſe,” . | 
In the great Salvation, wrought for Iſrael, 
. behold the goodnets and ſeverity of God! The 
goodneſs manifeſted in their complete eſcape 
from Pharaoh and his hoſt, and ſeverity in the 
_ deſtruction of the enemies of God, who entered 
the Red Sea, with vain confidence of victory 
8 „ Lo! here is their grave! Here 
ends,

ends the haughty career of him, who ſaid, I will 
purſue, I will overtake, I will divide the ſpoil; 
my luſt ſhall be ſatisfied, I will draw my ſword, 
mine hand-ſhall deſtroy them, Exod. xv, g. But 
God ſaid, thou fool, this night is thy ſoul re- 
quired of thee. God commanded. the wind to 
blow, and deſtruction was the conſequence. 
How ſoon. will infidels, profane and wicked 
men, with all who deny the truth, as it is in 
Jeſus; find the Lord, powerful in his arm to 
cruſh to wrath eternal, all who are enemies of 
his croſs. This is the day when men, like Pha- 
Taoh, defy the Omnipotent to arms . Their 
will is their law. But God's will as revealed in 
his Word is nought to them. They ſay, vr 
will purſue the diſſipation, fin and folly, we like 
beſt. They care not for truth, God, Hell, or 
Heaven. They live without ſacred hope, and 
without God in the world. They are Atheiſts 
in practice, whatever they profeſs in theory. 
How ſoon will every immortal being know the 
reality of that Word, which now they reject; as 
all who obey not the Goſpel, and like the Egyp- 
tians defy the Lord, will find him too hard for 
them; and find it a dreadful thing to fall into 
the hand of the living God. He has appointed

teouſneſs, and the people with his equity. Ye 
ſtout hearted ſinners of Britain, ſeek the Lord 
while he is to be found, and call upon him 
while he is near. Left ſuddenly coming, he de- 
troy when none can deliver. This is the ac- - 
ceptable year of the Lord; and now in the 
Goſpel, liberty is proclaimed to captives. May 
you have ears to hear, eyes to ſee, and hearts to 
underſtand the excellencies of the Goſpel of 
Peace, before it is ſaid they are hid from your 
eyes. 
3. Connected with the great deliverance, 
wrought for Iſrael is the divine inſtitution of 
the Paſſover. Which was to be held in perpe- 
tual commemoration till the Meſſiah, as our 
great Paſſover, was to be ſlain for us. By the 
ſprinkling of the blood of the Paſchal Lamb, 
upon the lintels of the Iſraelites, the deſtroying 
angel paſſed over them, and deſtruction came 
upon the firſt born of Egypt: where this was 
not found. So divine juſtice will conſign to 
endleſs deſtruction all who live and die unac- 
quainted with the blood of Jeſus, which is called 
the blood of ſprinkling. Which ſpeaketh better 
things then the blood of Abel. The one called 
For vengeance upon Cain, the other ſpeaks life 
and peace to immortal ſouls, believing in Jeſus 
the Saviour. 4. What

4. What great things when in the Wilderneſs 
did God work for Iſrael. How many and how 
great the miracles wrought in their behalf, How 
peculiar the manna. How wonderful the cloud 
by day and the pillar of fire by night. The 
rock is fmote, and made to ſupply and follow 
them. Ho uſt their corrections. What great 
eſcapes from their enemies. How great. and 
laſting their victories over the Canaanites, and 
the ſure poſſeſſion of the land promiſed to their 
fathers. 

5. What wonderful mercies did God mani- 
feſt, in granting and inſtituting thoſe ordinances, 
and that ritual, which was the ſhadow of good 
things to come. In giving the law, revealing 
his oracles, and owning them as his peculiar 
people. Here let me obſerve, however theſe 
oraclrs, or word of revelation by Moſes, the 
man of God has been viewed, by daring infi- 
dels (ſuch as Celſus, Spinoza, Hobbs, Roſſeau, 
Voltaire, Hume, Gibbon and others) as an im- 
poſition, they will find, the Word of the Old 
and New Teſtament, that by which they will 
be judged in the laſt great day. The triumph 
of | the infidel, is very ſhort. For God's pur 
poles are ripening faſt. - His prophecies are ful. 
filings and ſoon the Judge will appear to take 
1 vengeance 
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vengeance on all who know not God, and obey, 
not the Goſpel, When he will puniſh with 
everlaſting deſtruction all his enemies, with the 
Devil and his Angels, mult they have their por- 
tion forever. Such ſhall be baniſhed from his 
preſence, and the glory of his kingdom, 2 Theſſ. 

i, 9. How will the ſcoffer /augh then? Whas, : 
a wretched ſtate, and how truly deplorable muſt, 

this benighted world have been, if we had been 
without a revelation ? Where every proud mor- 
tal boaſts of his feeble reaſon, as a ſufficient 
guide in the-worſhip of God, or in the matters 
of religion. Let us, my brethren, be thankful 


ſeor revealed Truth, which is as a lamp to our 


paths, and as a light to our feet, My limits 
will not permit me to enter into a defence of re- 
velation, or even to ftate the excellency of its 
evidence. Suffice it to obſerve, that holy men 
of old ſpake as they were moved by the Holy 
Ghoſt; and all Scripture is given by inſpiration 
of God, and is profitable for correction, reproof, 
and inſtruction in righteouſneſs, that the Man 
of God may be thoroughly furniſhed, unto every. 
good work and word. We have Moſes, the Pro- 
phets, Jeſus and his Apoſtles; if we believe 
nat e W uae our tg be perfua-

6. View the great things God did * Iſrael 
in the time ef the Judges; in the context Sa- 
muel reminds the people of their progenitors. 
Verſe 8th, How they forgat the Lord and he 
gave them into the hand of Siſera, the Captain 
_ of che Hoſt of Hazor: and the hand of the 
Philiſtines and Moab, How they cried unto 

the Lord, who raiſed up Judges, to rule over, 
and to fight for them. By whom he delivered 
them; from their enemies, and cauſed them to 
dwell ſafely. Vheſe examples may ſerve for 
many, to prove, how God did great things for 
them, in their Prion e hap- 
pine. 
. Sq we nk leiect Died of * 
deliverances, and ſtem though God corrected 
with the Baby loniſn Captivity, it was only for 
his appointed time of 70 years, to cure them of 
idolatry. How he preſerved them, as à nation 
till the Advent of the Meſſiah: and in their re- 
jection of him. How the Gentiles were ineor- 
porated into the Church of Chriſt, with belierers, 
re qjeak the Jewiſh Nation. 


8. Let it be obſerved, further, God did not 
make Iſrael his people becauſe they were better 


than 
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than others, or more in number. No! They 
were the feweſt. Moſes wiſely obſeryes, it was 
becauſe God loved them, and would keep his 
oath to their fathers, he redeemed them, Duet. 
vii, 8, 9. Thus it was his own ſovereign love, 
without any regard to merit: indeed they had 
none, nor has any creature; and it is the higheſt 
arrogance in any to ſuppoſe and claim it. For 
it is written, all have ſinned and come ſhort of 
the Glory of God—that the heart is deceitful 
above all things, and deſperately wicked—it is 
evil, and only evil, and that continually, It 
clearly appears then, that the Lord was deter- 
mined by his grace, to make in Abraham's fa- 
mily, a church, formed for his Glory. Which 
might have his word and worſhip, till-the full 
diſplay of life and immortality, in the Goſpel 
diſpenſation, to the Gentile world; and then of 
the twain (i, e. believers of both) to make one 
body under himſelf, the great head. 2 Tim. i, 10. 
Eph. ii, 14-16. 

II. Conſideration. Shewing ſome of the great 
things God hath done for, and manifeſted to his 
church in general, 

1. As various diſputes have riſen upon the 
queſtion, what is the Church of God, or 
who compoſe it?

call out, though. the learned Mintert chuſes to 


deduce it iy the Heb. Qel an aſſembly, for 
which the LXX have very frequently uſed 


dhe. It ſignifies an aſſembly of the people 


called out by the civil magiltrate ; again, for 
ſuch an aſſembly, not lawfully called out, &c. 
But in the New Teſtament, a Church of God, 
is an aſſembly or ſociety of men, called out of 
mankind by the Word of Truth, applied by the 
ſpirit and grace of God. It is ufed for the 
church militant, univerſal, triumphant, and 
glorified (Eph. i, 23, 27. Coll. i, 24.) and a 
particular ſociety or church, or ſingle congre- 
gation of Chriſtians or believers.“ The Church 
of God then conſiſts of the Faithful in Chriſt 
Jefus, called to be ſaints, (Eph. i, 1.) or real be- 
lievers. Such who believe the Scriptures z who 
hold Chriſt as the great head, foundation, Saviour 
and Redeemer, Who believing in, are built 
upon, united to, and followers of Jeſus the Lord. 
They hold him in his two natures, as man, and 
yet as the mighty God. Believing him to be 
God over all bleſſed forever, one with his F ather, 
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the Almighty. By whom all things were made, 

and without whom nothing was made. Such 
walk in his ordinances, are ſaved by him, and 
at length are admitted into his glory, to aſcribe 
immortal praiſe, and endleſs honor, to the thtee 
that bear record in heaven, the Father, Son, 
and Spirit; which the Chriſtian believes, to 
be one in eſſence, This Church is: compoſed, 

not of a particular party amongſt men; but ge · 
nuine believers, of all ranks, kindred and na- 
tions, Rev. vii, 9. Theſe believe with the 
heart unto righteouſneſs, and with the a 
make confeſſion unto ſalvatiang. 

2. Let us. conſider what great things God 
hath done for his Church, and thus a fuller de- 
lineation will be made of the charecteriſtics of 
believers: by which we ſhall fee that meer no- 
minal profeſſors, only, make a pait of the vi- 
ſible church; but have no lot, or part, in the 
ſpiritual benefits enjoyed on earth, in death and 
glory, by the real Church of Chriſt, _ 

1, He hath loved them with an everlaſting 
| love, Jer. xxxi, 3. Therefore he hath delivered 
them from wrath, ſin, Satan and miſery; or with 
loving kindneſs, hath drawn them from the 
ways of darknels, ignorance and error: to him- 
ſelf the fount of light, joy and peace. By this 
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love; he hath appointed all his people to eter- 
nal life. To obtain ſalvation, pardon, 7 igh- 
teduſneſs and the ſpirit of adoption, to cry 
Abba, Father, Gall. iv, 5. This covenant love, 


the Father diſplays in the gift of his Son, John 


ini, 16. Jeſus in the aſſumption of the human 
nature, that though he was rich, yet for their 
ſakes, he became poor; in order to their being 
made rich, in time and eternity ! For this pur- 
poſe he was manifeſted in the fleſh, 2 Cor. viii, 
9. The ſpirit undertakes to apply, and guide 
into all truth; and to ſhed abroad this love in 


their hearts, Rom. v, 5. 


2. As the Lord hath loved, fo he hath Juf- 
tified and redeemed his Church and People, 


This was accompliſhed by the great Redeemer, 


being made a curſe in our room and ſtead, In 
his life, i. e. in his human nature, he was obe- 
dient to, and performed the whole of the pte. 


ceptive part of the moral law, This obedience 


is transferred to his Church, or impated to them 


for juſtification. The proof is clear. Rom. v, 
19. By the obedience of one man, ſhall manůiã 


be made rightrous. Thus David deſcribeth, the 
bleſſedneſs of the man, to whom God intputeth 


righteouſneſs, without works; ſaying," Bleſſed 
are Fe whoſe iniquities are forgiven, and 


0 whoſe 
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whofe fins are covered. Bleſſed is the man, to 
whom the Lord will not impute fin, . Rom. iv, 
6-8. As righteouſneſs is imputed to his Church, 
ſo their fins were laid upon him, Iſa. hii, 5, 6. 
and he died the juſt for the unjuſt. Upon him, 
were laid the iniquities of all his people: for he 
bare their fins. in his own body upon the tree. 
He was wounded for their tranſgreſſions; and 
the chaſtiſement of their peace was upon himg 
and by his ſtripes they are healed, He that 
knew no fin, was made ſin for them, that they 
-might be made the righteouſneſs of God in . 
2 Cor. v, 21. 

Jeſus, as the good bans laid 2 his 
life for his flock, which he calls his Sheep, as 
they are the ſubjects of his care, the. objeFs of his 
love, and veſſels of his mercy. For theſe he 
gave his life a ranſom, .or- bought them, with 
the immenſe price of his blood, called by the 
Apoſtle his precious blood, 1 Pet. i, 19. He 
ſays, I have redeemed thee; thou art mine, Iſa. 
lil, 1. Therefore he gives to them eternal 
life; they ſhall never periſh, neither ſhall any 
pluck them out of his hand, John x, 28. B 


this blood, which redeemed, he hath remove! 


wrath from them, opened a fountain to cleatiſe 
| from all fin and uncleanneſs, Zach, xili, 1. He 
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hath reconciled the Father; ſatisfied juſtice 
paid their debts z opened a way of acceſs into 
the holy of holies; makes known pardon of 
fin,” by peace in the conſcience and joy in the 
Holy Ghoſt. By this blood, we ſhall have au- 
dience with the King of Kings forever. The 
"Apoſtle, Acts xx, 28. expreſsly calls it the blood 
of God: imputing the merit, value and efficacy 
of what was ſhed in the human nature to his 
divine. Not that the Godhead can ſuffer, or 
Deity be affected by any thing. But as Chriſt, 
was God over all, and equal with his Father 1 no 
vonder the Apoſtle calls it the blood of God.“ 
3. Thus by virtue of Chriſt's obedience and . 
death, we clearly fee he hath obtained an eter- 
nal ſalvation from wrath, ſin, Satan and ruin. 
So that all the oppoſition, perſecution, and af- 
fliction bis Church may meet with, ſhall not 
| ſeparate them from his love, or fruſtrate the 
- purpoſe of his grace, Rom. viii, 45, to the end. 
No! Ifrael ſhall be ſaved with an everlaſting ſal- 
vation, and ſhall not be confounded; world 
without end, Iſa. xlv, 17. Bleſſed be God for

For eye 
hath-not ſeen, or ear heard, neither hath it en- 
tered into the heart of man, to conceive the things 
which God hath prepared for 'them that love 
him, 1 Cor. ii, 9, 10. But a faint part of them, 
are revealed to the Church by the Spirit. Hence 


by his word, we are taught to believe and know, 


that the kingdom prepared for believers, is a 
ſtate of purity, peace, happineſs and joy: or 
under the auſpices of the Triune God, there is 
a fullneſs of joy and rivers of pleaſure forever- 
more. That ſighing and ſorrow ſhall all be 
done away, and joy and gladneſs obtained for- 
ever, Rev. vii, 17.

He hath ſaved 
us, and called us with an holy calling; not ac- 
cording to any works of righteouſneſs: of our 
own; but of his own purpoſe and grace given us 
in Chriſt Jeſus before the world began, 2 Tim. 
. 1g. By this rich, free grace, he hath made 
us accepted in the beloved, and granted every 
benefit eſſentially neceſſary, Eph. i, 3-7. The 
grace of the Father, the unſearchable riches of 
the Son, and all revealed, by the Spirit: enable 
believers to rejoice with joy * being 
full of glory, 1 Pet. i, 8.

With all Saints they cal} upon the 
name of the Lord Jeſus, x Cor. 1, 2. and rejoice 
in him as the juſt and wiſe God, their Saviour. 
They are not afraid to render the ſame honor to 
him, as to his Father. They think they can 
never honor, love, or ſerve him enough, Others 
may talk of a ſubordinate worſhip, a deny God 
and o God, with Arius and Socinus; but the 
man inſtructed into the myſteries of the kingdom 
(Chriſt's own word, Matt. x11, 11) who knows 
his miſerable depravity by nature, and who hath 
fled to Chriſt for hope, as the end of the law 
for righteouſneſs, will rejoice in this truth, that 
in Chriſt welleth all the fullneſs of the God- 
head; that he is equal with his Father, the Mighty 
God and Prince of Peace.

There is not an immortal being, that is now 
in exiſtence, but ſhall know that truth, either 
on earth, in hell or heaven. a 

3. As believers rejoice in theſe cred . 
chey cannot but lament over many, who are ſo 
bewitched with errors, as to deny the blood of 
God, ſo as to reject the Lord of life and glory. 
Who treat with contempt the Saviour of men. 
How dangerous their ſtate. How tremendous 
their end !

But one thing is clear, that 
the prince of darkneſs, and his numerous le- 
gion, hath not greater enmity to Chriſt, than 
Dr. Prieſtley hath to his Deity. He would not 
have made ſuch an aſſertion, if it had not 
ſprung from that rancorous ſource. I believe 
there is not a perſon in the Empire of Britain, 
yea the Empire of the World, that hath a 
greater enmity to Jeſus as God, than he has. 
But the man who can deny the miraculous con- 
ception and many exprels doctrines of the ſacred 
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volume, proves to men that his principles 
are but one remove from Deiſm. How awful 
to be blinded by the God of this world. To 
have the light of the glorious Goſpel ſhut out, 
2 Cor. iv, 4. Ho faſt the Father of lies and 
error, holds bis children. May Chriſt, who is 
Almighty, liberate the immortal mind of this 
champion of error (and others under the ſame 
deluſion) from that blindneſs which now attends 
him.

4. This leads me to point out arjorhie rear 
thing God did for this nation, in fruſtrating the 
defigns of ungodly men, in the great deliverance 
from the Spaniſh Armada, in 1588. It was termed 
by the enemies of truth the Invincible Armada. 
It conſiſted of 130 ſail of Ships, manned with 
19, 290 ſoldiers, 8, 2 50 ſeamen, and 280 Gallies 

mounted with 2, 340 pieces of cannon. 
Elizabeth was excommunicated by thatfaiths 
ful agent of darkneſs; the Pontiff of Rome: 
From him Philip procured a cunſecrated banner; 
with freſh Bulls of ex communication againſt the 
Queen as an heretie, publiſhing a cruſade againſt 
her, and abſolving all her ſuhjects from theit 
oath of allegiance. Philip pretended to he the 
next Catholic heir to the Con. Fired with 
religious and military enthuſiaſm, breathing out 
laughter and deſtruction. He equipped this 
armament to hurl the Sovereign from the throne, 
and to deſtroy many of her heretical ſubjects. 
By Elizabeth and her able flateſmen, nobles and 
ſenators, ” means were uſed for defence a fleet

For 
the Admiral and Commander in Chief of the 
Armada, the Marquis of Santa Cruz, was ſud- 
denly taken off by a fever, juſt as he had received 
| failing orders, and was ſucceeded by the Duke 
of Medina Sidonia, a man of high deſcent, but 
wholly inexperienced in maritime affairs, The 
Engliſh took advantage of this, in augmenting 
their defenſive armament. At length the Spa- 
Diſh fleet, elated by the promiſe of their Holy Fa- 
ther (the enemy of Chriſt) who aſſured them of 
victory over the hereticks, failed from Liſbon. 
But God ſcattered them with a tempeſt, which 
ſunk ſome and obliged others to take ſhelter in 
the Groyne. Having refitted, they ſailed for 
the Engliſh Channel, though like moſt ſinners 
who fight againſt. God, hardened. to their own 
deſtruction. Their Admiral made for Calais, 
for the promiſed aſſiſtance of the Duke of Parma. 
Here Providence diſconcerted them, by the Eng- 
liſh Admiral, Lord, Howard, who ſending eight 
veſſels filled with combuſtible; matter among 
them, ſoon put them into confuſion. They 
D916 IT 1 put 
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put to ſea, were purſued the next morning by 
the Engliſh, who engaged them off Gravelines, 
from four in the morning, till fix in-the evening. 


During which the Engliſh had wind and tide in 


their favor. They ſunk and deſtroyed 13 fail 
of the line, took one galleon, and another fell 
into the hands of the Zealanders. As their. da- 
mages were immenſe, and proviſion wanting. 
they endeavoured to make for their own coaſt. 
But as the wind was againſt them in their paſſage 
down the Channel, they purpoſed ſailing north 
about, in their return to Spain, i. e. by the 
Orkney Iſlands. The Engliſh chaſed, and had 


not ammunition failed, they would have com- 


pelled the whole Armada to ſurrender at dif- 


cretion. But God's hand muſt fignally be ſeen; 
in England's deliverance, that her gratitude 


might ſtrongly be excited to praiſe her great de- 
liverer. A violent ſtorm overtook their fleet, 


Juſt as they had paſſed the Orkneys. Seventeen 


of their ſhips with 5000 men on board, were 
caſt on the Weſtern Iflands and the Coaſt of 
Ireland, Spain was filled with conſternation to 
ſee God. work for Britain, in their loſs and ſhame; 
for of the whole Armada returned to Spain, 
only 53 ſhips in a ſhattered condition. Their

battles. For this ſalvation, Elizabeth went

The whole kingdom was one continued 
ſcene of glory and joy; like England this day, in 
the Reſtoration of his Majeſty to his family— 
himſelf—and people. May our joy be manifeſted

5. Conſider what great things God did for

potuder Plot, When ſo complete was the plan in 
theory, and ſo ripe for execution in the act, that 
nothing but a, Divine Providence could work a 


_ deliverance. My limits will not permit me to 


enter into the full narrative, or detail of the 
plot and diſcovery, Suffice it to obſerve, the 
deſign was in one blow to deſtroy, King, Lords

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liament on the Fifth of November 1605, So 
accurate and apparently effectual was this plan of 
deſtruction, that methinks the principalities or 
potentates of darkneſs, aſſembled in the infer- 
nal caverns : in awful but full council, muft 
have invented the deſtructive buſineſs. This 
horrid maſſacre was prevented by one of the 
conſpirators, being deſirous to ſave the life of 
Lord Monteagle (a Popiſh Lord}, to whom a 
letter was addreſſed, warning him of danger if 
he attended the houſe ht day. His Lordſhip 
ſtruck with alarm, heſitated a while; but at 
tength deemed it expedient to Jay the matter 
before Lord Saliſbury, Secretary of State, who 
was as much perplexed as the noble Lord from 
whom he had received the letter. He laid it 
before the King—his Majeſty before his Coun- 
cil—all agreed in the need of inveſtigating an 
affair ſo momentous. The conſequence was, 


the Earl of Suffolk, as Lord Chamberlain (who 


by his office is to prepare all things for the 
King's reception at the Houſe of Peers), taking 
Lord Monteagle with him, went into the vault or 
cellars under the Houſe of Lords, (on the 4th 
of November) where they found great piles of 
wood, Their ſuſpicions increaſed, and in the 
dead of night, with Sir Thomas Knevet, a Ma-

giſtrate, and a proper guard, they went to the 
ſpot, and at theentrance, met one Guy Fawkes, 
juſt coming out having completed all his prepara- 
tions. The guards ſeized him and removing 
the faggots, diſcovered. 36 barrels of gunpow] - 
der. Every neceſſary for firing the train was 
found upon Fawkes. In this horrid and awful 
buſineſs, were concerned men of reputed. cha- 
racter and opulence, ſome were executed, and 
others fined and impriſoned. | 

Lord Saliſbury, who left upon record a nar- 
rative of this infernal buſineſs, ſeems to give the 
whole merit of diſcovery to Lord Suffolk ; 
others aſcribe it to the King. The Secretary 
could not conceive (to uſe his own words) it 
poſſible for ſo infernal a deſign to enter the 
heart of man, But his Lordſhip was not much 
acquainted with Rome. For ſome have ſaid, 
that one or two of the conſpirators have been 
canonized in that apoſtate church, which is the

. May we never forget the Lord's goodneſs, in 
the deliverance wrought in favor of this nation.

6. What reaſon hath England * + 
in the deliverance from the Star Chamber and 
high commiſſioned Court of Enquiry, we might 
-Tay, cruelty. This was in 1641. What were 
theſe but a Proteſtant Inquiſttion, under the 
haughty chief, Archbiſhop Laud. They were 
erected before his time, it is true; but what a 
ſcourge did he make them to the rights and pri- 
vileges of men.

Subjects.“ Unleſs things are kept in their 
conſtitutional equilibrium, in this empire, all 
muſt go ill. The ſtate machine will be out of 
order, and ſtrong commotions, if not deſtruction, 
muſt be the conſequence. By political litiga- 
tion, the boundaries of Prince and People, are 
now happily adjuſted. May they continue fo ! 
rill the purpoſe of heaven is accompliſhed on 
earth, and the trump of God ſhall call us to 
hear that Divine Benediction, Come ye bleſſed 
of my Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for 
you, &c.

When that, bigot and in- 
fatuated- Prince, James the IId, had ſent his Bi- 
ſhops to the Tower - appointed Papiſts to poſts 
of honor and truſt—had quarreJled with his 
Univerſities, and prejudiced the-people at large, 
againſt him, When he was making rapid 
ſtrides to bring deſpotiſm into the ſtate, and to 
eftabliſþ Popery in the church. This was the 
deſign of that prince, who would have impoſed 
a ſpurious breed, (i. e. the Pretender) upon the 
nation, under the direction of his prieſts, rather 
than have his purpoſes foiled, or his projects 
diſappointed. But the Monarch of the Uni- 
verſe, by whom kings reign and princes decree 
juſtice, had better things in ſtore for this highly 
favoured, but guilty country.

titude, and to rouſe your attention to the ſignal 
deliverance, and beneficent hand that ſo liber- 
ally. hath been ſeen to ſupply our need. Con- 
fider the goodneſs of God in our behalf, when 
the combined fleets were in the Engliſh Channel, 
during the late war,—what alarm to the coun- 
try at large. When the din of hoſtilities rouſed 
fear, or concern, in the moſt ſtupid and lethar- 
gic ſoul. Our fleet was inferior to theirs. The 
enemy proudly rode in triumph before our ports. 
Yet what mercy in this to Britain, to humble for 
her pride, and to make her degenerate. ſons truſt 
no more to an arm of fleſh—to rouſe.a ſupine 
and careleſs people to prayer —to call upon him 
who made the ſtars in their courſes, to fight 
againſt his and his peoples enemies, and thus 
to /eek their great deliverer. He was ſought by 
thouſands of praying Britons, who had not 
bowed to the Baal of infidelity, hereſy and fin, 
or to Satan, the God of this world. Who 
leadeth millions captive at his will, in blaſ- 
phemy and tranſgteſſion. As Jehovah was 

fought, To he was found a God nigh at hand, 
and not afar off, He ſeat a peſtilential com- 


plaint

plaint among the enemy. Suddenly they re- 
treated, and our fears of an invaſion evaporated, 
He would not permit our fleet to engage, which 
muſt either have been defeated, or have caught 
their diſorder, and thus fatal muſt have been the 
conſequence to the Britiſh Marine. May Bri- 
tain's gratitude. keep pace with her mercies. 
11. I am led to ſuggeſt another point of 
goodneſs for our conſideration, in the Lord's 
appeatance for us in a way of Providence, in 
the metmorable 1780; when the ſons of riot 
were permitted to ſpread devaſtation in the ſeve- 
ral awful conflagrations in the metropolis of the 
empire. What terror, anxiety and ſorrow per- 
vaded the houſes of many, and others through 
fear fled to neighbouring villages. Had the 
daring banditti been permitted to attack the 
great national repoſitory of treaſure at firſt, as 
they did in the cloſe of thoſe awful ſcenes, what 
confuſion, terror, and deſt ruction muſt have 

been the fatal conſequence to thouſands, if not 
millions of perſons. Could the rioters have been 
prevented in ſuch an early attack, when diſmay 
and amaxement ſeized) the inhabitants, even to 
its chief magiſtrate? The defence, humanly 
ſpeaking, would have been impotent, Ruin, 
far and wide would have pervaded the nation, if 
bins not 
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not a revolution in the ſtate; For the effects of 
ſuch a ſcene of horror, can rather be conceived 
than expreſſed. In both theſe providences (that 
of 78 and 80), how kindly did the Lord watch 
over thoſe, who ſeldom deign to'think of, or call 
upon him. But he remembered mercy in the 
midſt of deſerved judgments, and ſtilled the 
noiſe and tumult of the people. O be thankful, 
ye citizens of Britain, and forget not his bene- 
fits; who protects and feeds you from day to 
day. Fall down before the God of Salvation, 
and give glory to his name. May each of us 
ſay, Praiſe the Lord, O my Soul. 
- Theſe: providences to ſome, appear 00 mis 
nute for their delicate attention. But he who ob- 
ſerves a Providence, ſhall never want one to 
obſerve. Thoſe who never acknowledge the 
Lord's hand in leſſer providences, will not praiſe 
him for the greater. Such often live like the 
brute creation, unmindful of his beneficence; 
and in practice often ſay, Who is the Lord, that 
{ ſhould regard him? Prayer and Praiſe are be. 
neath their elevated, but conceited genius; as if 
rhe homage due to the Monarch of Heaven, was 
not to compare with an earthly one. Be wiſe, 
O ye Sons of Diſſipation, before it is eternally 
too late. Seek the Lord while he is to be found, 
rl and 
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and call upon him while he is near. Let the 
| wicked for ſake his way and return to the Lord 
for mercy, to him who is ready to pardon, Iſa, 
bak. Neb.:1t,2b74; 

12. We are led to conſider and be thankful 
for, the kind Providence, in the reſtoration of 
his Majeſty to his Family and People. When 
we conſider the nature, of the malady, and the 
ſubject of it; no other than the firſt perſonage 
in the nation. The ſtagnation of political bu- 
ſineſs— the neceſſary ſteps to ſupply the defect 
in the main ſpring of executive government 


the litigation. conſequent thereon—the heat of 


parties the oppoſition of the Britiſh and Iriſh 
legiſlatures, in the appointment of a Regent. 
That an adminiſtration, which had the confi- 
dence of the Sovereign when in health, and of 
his people at large; were juſt upon the point of 
ejectment. for their adherence to thoſe princi - 
ples, which in every reſpect were politically ex- 
pedient, and abſolutely neceſſary; as the Bri- 
tiſn Parliament had declared in their ſeveral re- 
ſolutions and ſubſequent acts, that the queſtion 
of Regency had involved a precedent for poſ- | 

terity. 
But it is not for me (an obſcure 4 to 
enter into the merits of the queſtion, only to 
5 obſerve 
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obferve the legiſlature received the ſanction of 
the people, in the ſeveral addreſſes poured in 
from all quarters. As parties were heated, it is 
not for me to ſay where things rn have 
ended. 

But juſt at the junfure, when the codes. 
tial ſervants of the Crown and People, were ex- 
pecting diſmiſſion, after paſſing the Act to em- 
power the Heir Apparent to the Regency. 
When a claſs of men were expected, in whoſe 
characteriſtics I muſt not attempt to define, or to 
enquire whether they were gameſters, penurious, 
or ſporters with chartered rights; only to hint 
that ſome adviſers of the intended Regent had 
not the confidence of the nation. In this cri- 
tical moment, ſuch was the turn of things. Such 
the ſignal interpoſition of Providence. 'When 
one member (and a very popular one) of the 
Britiſh Legiſlature, had declared his Majeſty's 
diſorder was a total ecliſpe of the underſtanding. 
or mental powers. When ſome gentlemen of 
the Medical line, had faint hopes of recovery, 
and others had not any, When a gloom had 
ſpread over Britain, all things were dark, and 
the political hemiſphere gathered blackneſs. 
Then, when fear reigned, and hope was baniſhed, 
in that ſeaſon it was God's opportunity. Prayer 

was 
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was anſwered—the diſorder turned, and in a 
few days the King is reſtored, as from the dead 
—and in a few weeks publickly, as this day 
evinces, returns thanks to him, in whom we 
| live, move and have our being. 

I agree in the matter of thankſgiving, but not 
in its form or mode, The one is highly expe- 
dient; but public pageantry is not. I ſpeak 
freely, as a citizen and as a Briton, I bear a 
high reſpect for thoſe who differ from me. But 
think it right to difſent from all parade in re- 
ligious exerciſes, Not a ſubject in the Britiſh 
empire feels a warmer attachment to the Brunſ- 
wick line, or the illuſtrious perſonage on the 
throne, than myſelf. As ſuch, have prayed for, 
and acknowledge the manifeſt kindneſs of this 
Providence, in the Sovereign's reſtoration. But 
I cannot think the ſcene of hurry, parade, pomp 
and ſhew of this day, becoming that ſerious de- 
votion, which Britain ſhould manifeſt, to the God 
of Providence, for the great things God hath 
done for us. It hath a tendency more to for- 
mality, than real piety. I have no doubt of 
the joy of his Majeſty's ſubjects; yea that heart 
muſt be chilled with diſſoyalty in the extreme, 
which cannot rejoice at the kind Providence of 
the King's recovery, Yet if we offer the tribute 

| of 
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of gratitude, let it be done with ſolemnity, fins 
cerity and reverence. The ſincerity of the So- 
vereign cannot be doubted; But worthy men, 
in ſome things, are not always adviſed right. 
Yea, honeſt men may adviſe that, which is not 
always expedient, 

Let us, my brethren, manifeſt ah — * of 
our gratitude. in devotedneſs to God, in lip. 
heart, and life. Seek the knowledge of the 
Goſpel, and enjoyment of it by Faith. Elſe 
our devotion is ſolemn hypocriſy. It is to be 
feared this day with ſome, will not be for gra- 
titude or devotion; but ſpent in ſenſuality, fin 
and levity. May graces linkes ſave thank n 
endleſs run. 

IV. Conſideration. Is the great hl ; 
- believers and the Inhabitants-of Britain are un- 
der, for the great things God hath done for 
them. So that, as the text expreſſes it, they are 
called upon to fear, love and ſerve him with 
their whole heart; or in truth, Mane ſin= 
cerity. 

1. This duty and — of n will 
appear, if we conſider that the Scriptures at 
large inculcate this upon them, as a people 
formed for his glory, to ſhew forth his praiſe; 
His fear in their hearts, is a grace of the ſpirit; 

not 
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not ſervile or ſlaviſn, under the apprehenſion of 
torment and miſery, but à covenant bleſſing. 
By which they depart from evil, and find it 
true undetſtanding to ſerve the Lord. To tread 
in his path, walk in his ordinances, and honor 
his namg is their joy; in this name they truſt, 
and probe to be a ſtrong. tower in che day of 
trouble, Prov. xvii, 10. Thus they find his 
ways pleaſant; and his paths peace, His yoke 
they know is eaſy; and his burden light. He 
gives peace to their hearts, enlarges their views 
of his love, power and goodneſs, which ani- 
mates them to run the way of his command- 
ments. To delight in and to worſhip him in 
truth, in the path of ſanctity, is their ele- 
ment. 

2. Thus to ſerve the Lord according to the 
text, is to be regenerated by the Holy Spirit, 


or to be born again or converted. It implies 


faith, hope, and love. The eye of the under- 
ſtanding is opened, to ſee the deplorable apoſ- 
tacy and depravity of human nature—the ſpi- 
rituality of the moral law in its holy require- 
ments, and the-penal conſequence of failure in 
one point. Hence they flee for refuge to the 
hope ſet before them. They ſee Chriſt to be 
the great fulfilling end of the law, for righte- 

| E | ouſneſs 
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ouſneſs to their ſouls. They look to, believe 
in, and are built upon Jeſus the Saviour, 

3. Of courſe ſuch who have nothing but a 
meer form of religion, and attend to its exterior 
becauſe of places in church or ſtate for emolu- 
ment only: whoſe hearts are united to the ſpirit, 
abominations, evils, diſſipations and maxims of 
the world, are not ſpiritual, but carnal worſhip- 
pers: All who are lovers of pleaſures, more than 
God, Having the form of Godlineſs, but deny- 
ing its power. Such know nothing of that real 
worſhip, which the text requires. However they 
may deceive themſelves, God is not mocked, 
Gal. vi, 7. He ſeeketh ſuch to worſhip him, 
who worſhip in ſpirit and in truth. Let hypo- 
crites and infidels tremble. | 

4. Hath not God a claim upon us for this 
Jens eee ee. Are we not penſioners on his 
bounty, as well as creatures of his power? 
Hou freſh the plenitude of his mercies every 
morning? He upholds, feeds, and ſupplies us 
with a rich repletion. Is a return of praiſe too 
much? Hath not Britain, as a nation, reaſon to 
bleſs, fear, and ſerve the Lord, for the many 
deliverances vouchſafed in the ſeaſon of extre- 
mity, in her various times of need. When, as 
hinted, ſhe has been ſurrounded by inſulting 

foes, 
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foes, and internal enemies. Again conſider the 
Providence of this day, it calls for thankſ- 
giving, in the language of the text, to ſerve, 
fear, and praiſe the Lord in truth. I have re- 
minded you of many interpoſitions of the great 


benefactor, the ſure protector of the defenceleſs 


and afflicted. All calls, for gratitude ee 
and real. 

Le ſons of the mighty, who are * with | 
the haughty Monarch of Egypt, who is the 


Lord that I ſhould regard him? Yethoughtleſs 


and gay, who ſay to God, depart from me, I 
deſire not the knowledge of your ways. Re- 
member ſuch, who live without faith in his 


Word, love to his truth, and his fear in the 


heart; dying in that ſtate, will find his wrath 


to be weighty and eternal, John iii, 36. May 
the diſciples, of the Divine Maſter, pity and 
pray for thoſe who reject his truth, work and 
worſhip. 

Be thankful, O ye Britiſh Iſrael, for the great 
diſplay of providential and ſpiritual mercies. In 
ſolemn and joy ful aſcriptions of praiſe, render 


thanks to the Rock of Salvation. As a nation 


collectively, and as believers individually, may 


we ſeek the Lord, fear and ſerve him, with our 


whole heart,

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V. Conſideration. The ſolemn denunciation 
the Prophet confidently utters againſt thoſe who 
did not believe in, fear and ſerve the Lord, ye 
ſhall be conſumed, ye and your Er ; if ye an 
do wickedly. 

1. We ſee in a degree the 00 and predic- 
tion verified in Iſrael, and Saul their King. The 
people were elated with their King, and too 
much forgot the King of Kings. Saul their 
Monarch was not honeſt in heart, before God; 
but was double minded, and therefore very un» 
ſtable in all his ways. He trifled with God, 
and acted contrary to his known commands. 
He rejected the authority and word of heaven, 
and was juſtly left a prey to his own corrupt will, 
and as ſuch, a prey to Satan and ſin. The 
Lord permitted the enemy to invade Iſrael. The 
Hebrews, with three of Saul's ſons, were routed 
and flain. Saul hard preſed by the purſuing 
foe, fell on his own ſword; and thus by the 
awful act of ſuicide, defied the God of heaven, 
and dared that potent King, to all he could in- 
flick. The armour bearer, though requeſted 
by his royal maſter, to turn the murderous 
weapon to his heart, ſhuddered at the thought, 
and it is ſaid (1 Sam. xxxi, 4) he would not, for 
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he was ſore afraid ; therefore Saul took a "Ow 
and fell upon it, 

See how prevalent is example, even hiv! it 
is to ruſh into the inviſible world, to tell the 
great God they court not heaven, or fear a hell; 
they care not what he doth, ſo as they can have 
their own will, When this man ſaw his Sove- 
reign fall upon his fword, and ruſh into-eteryily; 
in the ſame manner he deftroys himſelf, Bur 
this is rebellion of the worſe kind, as Blair hath 
it. Unheard of tortures muſt be reſerved for 
* ſuch, they herd together, and the common 
% damned ſhun their ſociety, and look upon 
c themſelves as fiends leſs foul.” He only, 
who created us, hath a juſt authority todeftroy 
us. He who commands into exiſtence, hath 
the only righe to command out of it. O Bri- 
tain, how deep'is this ſtain of ſelf- murder; our 
iſland's ſhame, that makes us the 5 
neighbouring ſtates. 

2. Have we ſeen how God puniſhed [Iſrael in 
the example cited ? Have we not reaſon to frar. 
When we eonſider the pride, carnality, luxury, 
infidelity, hypocriſy, and various hereſies, with 


* The Grave, (a celebrated Poem) by Blair. 
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the multiplied abominations of this nation. 
What contempt is manifeſted by men to the 
Goſpel, the Word, Ways, Sabbath, Name, In- 
ſtitutions, and commands of God. View the 
ſtate of Iſrael, which brought upon them the 
captivity. When the proud Monarch of Ba- 
bylon was permitted to bind them in fetters of 
bondage. The wickedneſs of Iſrael and Britain 
may juſtly be compared. Examine the Pro- 
phets at large, particularly the 23d of Jeremiah. 
Their teachers, paſtors, and prophets cauſed 
them to err. They prophecied lies, out of the 
deceit of their own heart. Is it not the ſame in 
Britain; men ſpeak their own imaginations, or 
ſcraps of heathen philoſophy, for the Goſpel 
and Word of God. Some take pains, in order to 
overturn the truth of Chriſt's. Godhead, his 
righteouſneſs and efficacious blood, The Deity, 
office and work of the Spirit, are totally by ſome 
ſet at nought, as if they were not. ſcriptural, 
What Apoſtles preached, and Martyrs ſcaled 
with their own blood, are now derided. The 
doctrines of grace, which at the reformation, 
were the delight of qur martyrs, of the dignita: | 
ries in the eſtabliſhed Church, and thouſands 
of Puritans without it, are now contemned. 
Any oy is preached but truth, (to take the 
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general run) for that is out of faſhion. What 
is meant by truth, is, that full and free ſalva- 
tion which is by Jeſus Chriſt. His righteouſ- 
neſs imputed to ſinners for juſtification, Rom. 
iv, 6. v, 19, That by his blood we are re- 
deemed, reconciled, pardoned, &c. That all 
is by grace, through Faith, the gift of God; 
not of our works: and yet that all leads to ho- 
lineſs and piety. To honor God and do good 
to men. Says the Apoſtle, Eph. ii, 9. It is not 
of works, leſt any man ſhould boaſt, Yet in 
England there are ſome men who are wiſer than 
Paul; but it is in their own conceit, who con- 
tradict Scripture, and preach their own fancies, 
As the Prophets and Prieſts were carnal and 
erroneous ;- for both are profane, yea, in my 
houſe have I found their wickedneſs, ſaith the 
Lord, Jer; xxiii, 11. So the people at large 
were given up to their ſin and folly | ver. 10. 
The land is full of adulterers; and becauſe of 
ſwearing and curling, the land mourneth. In 
the 14th: verſe, prieſts and people are ſaid to be 
unclean, liars and evil doers : they are. all, of 
them unto me as Sodom, and the inhabitants of 
Gomorrah. - Conſider the Lord's threatening to 
them, I will forſake you, and caſt you out. 
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He would make them an everlaſting reproach 
and perpetual ſhame, 39 and 40th verſes. 

Oh ye inhabitants of Britain; Behold your 
portrait, how juſt the lineaments. The colour- 
ing needs no addition. Doth not the infidelity, 
profaneneſs and error of this age, prove that 
God might juſtly for our tranſgreſſions bring 
upon us as a nation, thoſe dire calamities, others 
have been vifited with. Remember the text, 
If ye do wickedly, ye ſhall be conſumed, both 
ye and your King. While men of all ranks are 
devoted to the works of the fleſh, in pride, luſt 
and uncleanneſs, while divorces and immorality 
abound and increaſe among the right honour- 
able and the moſt noble, as well as inferior 
characters. We have a pleaſing exception in 
the Royal Pair [and a few others of the great 
and mighty] who exhibit a pattern and example 

in the excellency of their morals, to ſurround- 
ing nobles and ſubjects of all ranks. 

3. The nation, this day, hath a full tide of 
pleaſure, and I rejoice with them in the fignal 
interpoſition of the Lord's good providence. 
But fearing that our fins may be unrepented of, 
and knowing that thoſe who harden themſelves 
againſt God, cannot proſper. In- the belief of 
the text, that we muſt be conſumed, if we live 
and 
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and die in fin. | I would warn and reprove, in 
order to {ttr up immortal ſouls, fo as to really 
feek, believe in, fear, and ſerve the Lord. 
How ſoon may the joy of Britain be dampt, in 
theloſs of our Sovereign, if God, to whom belong 
the iſſues of life and death, was to command 
him to the grave. Let us pray for his life, and 
proſperity, ſo that we may not be left to feel 
what we apprehended, in the late melancholy 
circumſtance. May we as a people be ſaved, 
and taught by the Lord to believe in and ſerve 
him, and the illuftrious perſonage on the throne 
be ſpared to reign long and happy, over us as 
a holy and free, rich and flouriſhing people, de- 
voted to God. But if we continue in contempt 
of ſacred things, living in ſin and 1 in 
error, God muſt ſcourge. 

We are happily exempt at preſent, from the 
hoſtilities of the Continent. But how long the 
exemption may continue, is not for me to ſay; 
only to obſerve, that as the military marauders 
and diſturbers of ſociety, are ready to draw the 
devouring ſword; as the effect of an ambitious 
havghty empreſs, who already has more land 
then ſhe knows well how to populate. We can- 
not fay, but as a nation, we may be called to 
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efift our allies, and again be plunged into the 
horrors of deſolating war. Said the wiſe monarch 
of Iſrael. The beginning of ſtrife is as the let- 
ting out of water, i. e. not knowing where and 
when. it, will ſtop. What ſin and luxury hath 
done, for once flouriſhing cities and empires, it 
may do for others in modern times. Let us 
read, hear and tremble. Says the lip of truth, 
Except ye repent, ye mall likewiſe periſh, 

4. But ſuppoſing we ſuffer no loſs, in an ex- 
cellent worthy ſovereign, who is an excellent mo- 
raliſt and pattern to his nobles, fenators and ſub. 
jects. Though. hoſtilities are kept from us, and 
other national calamities, yet if we live and die 
in rebellion againſt God, eternal e wrath muſt at- 
tend us, John iii, 36. 2 Theſſ. i, 9. 

Dream not of final reſtitution. The bait of 
Satan, by which he binds thouſands, till they 
lift up their eyes in the ſame ſtate of torment 
with himſelf. Attend then, immortal beings, 
to the Go pel of Jeſus, which, proclaims pardon 
and peace. The day is coming when it will 
he hid from the eyes of thoſe who die deſpiſing 
the joyful ſound. . F ly to the Saviour, while it 
is called the, day of lalyation. Arrayed in his 
righteouſneſs and waſhed in his blood, you 
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may meet death, judgment and eternity with: 
boldneſs; but no other way.

r. Let us keep the day with genuine grati- 
tude, for the particular providence which oc - 
calioned it, and in the review of former mercies. 
In true devotion let us ſupplicate the throne of 
heaven, to ſpare the life of our gracious King, 
and that from leſſer, we may be led to ſeek for 
greater mere ies, even thoſe which are eternal. 

2. Let us pray that our ſins may never cauſe 
the Lord to hide his face from us, in wrath. | 
So as to ſend the horrors of war, or to remove 
the light of his Goſpel from us. May we ſay; 
Spare thy People, O Lord; turn us to thyſelf, 
reform, and renovate; but do not deſtroy us. 
Enter not into judgment, but have mercy on 
us, O God of Salvation, Grace and Glory. 
3. Remember the great encouragement to 
ſeek him. He hath ſaid, ſezk and ye ſhall find;

4. Have we been enabled to ſeel the Lord,

5. In acknowledging the mercy of this . 
ter us follow the example in point of gratitude 
(as to matter though not in manner as to cir- 
cumſtances) what was manifeſted by Henry the 
Vth of England, and his victorious army, after 
the celebrated battle of Agincourt. [October 
25, 1415], when by a ſignal interpoſition of 
Providence, nine thouſand Britons conquered 
cighty of the French. When the King, nobles; 
and army ſung the 114 and ri gth Pfalms, in 
the field of action: and when they came to the 
firſt verſe of the latter; the whole army as the 
heart. of ane man, fell upon their knees, and 
ſung as with one heart and voice, Not unto us, 
Not unto us, but to thy name give we glory. 
The hand of the moſt high, has been ſeen in the 
King's recovery. Let us give him the praiſe, 
Saying not on account of any merit in us, or any 
cprmure 3 but to thy name give we O Lord the 
pra 
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praiſe and glory. Becauſe in mercy, thou haſt 
heard our complaint, in the ſeaſon of need, 
and has made our extremity the opportunity of 
thy goodneſs, 

6. To ſum up all, my prayer to God for our 
Britiſh Iſrael, is, That from this day of Thankſ- 
giving, we may be a people (King, Lords and 
Commons) devoted to the King of Glory, a 
people ſacred to God, May we all be led into 
the ſublime enjoy ments of the truth, as it is in 
Jeſus : into the glorious freedom of the ſohs of 
God. That we may know the conſolations of 
grace, and rejoice with joy . unſpeakable, being 
full of glory. Thus talte the truly rational and 
ſpiritual delights of the Goſpel of Peace. So as 
to run the race ſet before us, till we attain the 
crown of glory, inendleſs worlds of light, love, 
peace and joy. Thus may the effect of the 
Lord's kindneſs, lead to the bani/hment of pro- 
faneneſs and infidelity, and all our neighbours, 


with us, know the Lord from the greateſt to
